Two amendments to the zoning 
ordinance will be considered by the 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
Monday night in special work sessions 
following the close of the regular 
business meeting. 
Commissioners 
will 
consider 
whether to change minimum floor 
areas in residential districts and 
whether to allow half a duplex lot to be 
sold. 
In the regular session which begins 
at 7:30p.m. in the Municipal Building, 
the commission will hold a public 
hearing on the annexation and zoning 
of 21.9 acres in west Plano. 
The property is located west of 
Spring Creek and adjacent to the 
Ports O’Call and Copper Creek 
Additions. LSB-ROH Joint Venture I 
plans a SF-2 residential neighborhood. 
The commission will also hear 
public testimony on a request from 
Dr. Charles Kelley for office zoning 
with a specific use permit for a 
residence on Lot 4C, Block 7 of the 
Clint Forman Addition. The lot is 
located at 1609 Avenue L and is zoned 
SF-4 residential. 
A third public hearing will be held 


on the rezoning of 3.06 acres in the Los 
Rios Addition from retail and SF-3 to 
MF-2 (apartments) and SF-3. The 
property is located 430 feet north of 
East 14th St. and west of Los Rios 
Blvd. 
Texas Power & Light has submitted 
the final plat of the Plano Coit Rd. 
Substation. The 1.1-acre tract is 
located about one-fourth mile west of 
Coit Rd. on the north side of Parker 
Rd. 
The preliminary plat of River Bend 
III will also be reviewed. Jerry Stiles

Undercover Life Viewed

Most people have a secret desire to 
become someone else even if only for 
a day. one of Plano’s newest police 
officers had that dream come true, 
but with a difference—she went un­ 
dercover in the drug culture for three 
months. 
The agent—we’ll call her Sharon— 
does not look like a “doper”, but she is 
responsible for one of the most ef­ 
fective drug enforcement programs in 
Plano’s history. 
A brunette in her early-20s, Sharon 
was able to convince at least 19 per- 


Committee 
On Energy 
Is Selected 


A nine-member committee has been 
named to help the Plano Independent 
School District achieve a goal of 
reduced energy consumption. 
Chaired by auxiliary services 
director Jim Poeppelmeier, the 
committee will develop activities that 
can be used by all school personnel 
and students to reduce energy usage. 
“The need for energy conservation 
in the Plano schools is to reduce costs 
which doubled over last year and 
could possibly double again for next 
year,” Poeppelmeier explained. 
“Even if we are able to achieve our 
goal of reducing kilowatt hour con­ 
sumption by 30 percent in each 
building, we still will not be able to 
keep up with the 40-percent increase 
in electricity rates that TP&L has 
requested.” 
Poeppelmeier noted that the 
district’s energy management efforts 
will be two-fold. One phase will deal 
with modifying existing equipment to 
be more energy efficient and 
designing new schools to be equipped 
for greater energy efficiency. 
“But just as important as making 
our equipment energy efficient are 
the actions of our school staff,” 
Poeppelmeier stressed. “We believe 
we can impact energy usage by 
making our staff and students ac­ 
tively aware of things they can do to 
reduce usage.” 
The auxiliary services director 
emphasized that while the goal is to 
reduce costs through less energy 
usage, the district does not intend to 
drastically reduce comfort levels for 
staff and students to achieve that aim. 
serving with Poeppelmeier on the 
committee are teachers Jo Ann Surles 
of Aldridge Elementary, Bobbie 
Puckett of Davis Elementary, Pam 
Hamilton of Vines High, Ed Stanley of 
Williams High and Kathy Poep­ 
pelmeier of Plano Senior High.

sons to sell her drugs ranging from 
marijuana to cocaine. 
The Collin County Grand Jury last 
week issued 40 true bills against those 
named by Sharon. Other indictments 
may be issued later as the wrap-up of 
the Feb. 4 drug raid continues. 
As the suspects were still being 
brought in that night, Police Chief 
Duane Kinsey praised Sharon’s work 
as “one of the most unusual and 
successful operations ever un­ 
dertaken in Plano.” 
She was 
earm arked 
for the 
assignm ent 
while 
undergoing 
physical and mental tests to become a 
police officer here. 
“She did real well on her written 
test,” 
inserted 
her 
im m ediate 
supervisor who has also been an 
undercover agent, “but when I saw 
her pass all the fellows on the agility 
test and then stand on the sidelines to 
urge them to go faster, I knew she was 
the one. 
“After we decided that Sharon was 
the right recruit for the job,” he 
remembered, “we suggested it to her 
in the final interview. Then we tried to 
talk her out of it.” 
The danger of the work was stressed 
throughout the operation and Sharon 
still says the prime rule to remember 
on such 
an 
assignment 
is 
“be 
careful.” 


“ I enjoyed it,” she adm itted. 
“There was no bad part as far as I was 
concerned. At the back of my mind, I 
always thought it was something I’d 
like to do. 
“It was a challenge to come across 
to those people,” Sharon continued. 
“At first whOTl tried to buy, a few 
accused me of being a cop and I just 
looked them in thYreye and told them 
they were crazy. 
“We didn’t go out to get anyone in 
p articular,” she stressed. ‘‘The 
department knew the drug dealers 
were out there somewhere. I met 
them at parties and other gatherings 
and sooner or later, if they’re into it, 
they’ll run it through you.” 
A new police officer is normally sent 
to the Regional Police Academy for 
intensive training before he goes on 
the street, but Sharon’s knowledge 
was gained on the 'job. 
Posing as a typical young girl who 
planned to start tfjjfege in January, 
Sharon moved W o an eastside 
apartment and began cultivating new 
acquaintances. 
She was told how buys are made 
under department guidelines and kept 
under supervision by her control, but 
she was on her own for the most part. 
She could depend on help from the 
Dept, of Public Safety, which assigned 
an experienced agent to her, as well 


as local officers, however. 
“Several of our men guessed what 
was going on,” Kinsey said, “but they 
never let on. We couldn’t have pulled 
this off without their help. 
“ Sharon got into trouble one 
weekend and we had to bust her,” he 
added. “We put her in jail overnight 
on a marijuana possession charge.” 
Sharon explained that she had been 
invited to go on a “coke-snorting 
party” out at the lake. She was not 
sure whether they were suspicious of 
her, but she could not go without 
blowing her cover. 
The petite officer saic^ she never 
used drugs while working and often 
told the people she bought from that 
the drugs were for someone else. 
Occasionally another officer made a 
buy with her and each of her cases is 
corroborated to some extent by in­ 
dependent evidence. Sharon’s first 
buy was five lids of marijuana and her 
largest case involved the sale of half 
an ounce of cocaine for $1,060.

In the only contested race thus far, 
two candidates are seeking Place 5 on 
the City Council. 
Cecil Grattafiori Jr., 44, Friday 
submitted his petition of 25 registered 
voters to the City Secretary. A 
comptroller at Chrysler Boat Corp., 
Grattafiori has been a Plano resident 
for three-and-a-half years. 
“I believe my financial background 
has a lot to offer the city,” he said. 
“The present council is lacking in 
expertise in that area. My greatest 
concern is the amount of bonds that 
are issued. 
“In the 1975 bond election, the 
people were not given the full im­ 
plication,” Grattafiori maintained. 
“They were told only the taxes from 
the 
bonds 
themselves, 
not 
the 
operational expenses after opening.” 
He also questions the timing of 
some projects. He said, for example, 
that the money spent to improve 
Independence and Dallas North 


Pkwys. was premature because “the 
traffic is not there.” 
Also, the tennis complex which is 
under construction is not really 
needed, he said. There is little or no 
problem finding courts at schools, he 
pointed out. 
"I play tennis myself,” Grattafiori 
admitted, “but if the need for the 
center is justified, it seems that 
private enterprise should put it up. It 
looks like ifs being put up to justify 
someone’s ego, just so Plano can have 
the most professional center. 
“It’s going to be costly,” he 
reminded. “We have to pay to keep it 
up as well. It’s nice to have parks but 
the city government has to be run as 
any other business—satisfy needs, 
wants and then luxuries in that order. 
“I do not object to the way things 
are in Plano,” he stressed. “It’s just 
that it is getting to the point, I can’t 
afford it.”

Clyde Siebman, the first non- 
incumbent to announce for a position 
on the Plano Independent School 
District Board of Trustees, filed his 
application Friday for Place 2. 
That place is currently held by Tom 
Hughston, who announced he would 
seek re-election earlier in the month. 
An 18-year old sailor at Plano 
Senior High School, Siebman has lived 
in Plano for five years and said that 
he feels his experience within the 
system as a student will give him 
insight into the actual causes of 
problems and effects of policies. 
“Communication 
and 
un­ 
derstanding are the areas that need 
attention,” 
Siebman 
remarked. 
“Although a major function of the 
administrative branch of the school 
system is to keep the board informed 
and to give advice on policy matters, 
the board should seek ideas and 
suggestions from all those involved in 
the district. 
“The general public, the parents, 
teachers and students alike are af­ 
fected by the decisions of the board,” 
he continued. “There is a need for 
increased communication between 
the various groups.” 
The National Honor Society student 


explained that he has had experience 
in large scale organization, financing 
and adminstration and that this ex­ 
perience should prove to be an asset if 
he is elected. 
Another qualification, according to 
the candidate, is that because he is a 
student, he has developed contacts 
within and without the system with 
the general public, teachers and 
students. These aspects, Siebman 
noted, 
should 
increase 
com­ 
munication and understanding be­ 
tween the board and the people of 
the district. 
“Every individual probably has at 
least one problem that they feel is 
important,” he noted. “We should not 
only be willing but enthusiastic about 
their comments and suggestions and 
consider them with an open mind. 
“Plano has one of the best school 
systems in the state,” he added, “and 
with added insight that position can be 
retained and improved.” 
Active in the high school speech 
program, Siebman is also North 
Texas area president of DeMolay.

Large amounts of cash

Sharon spent 
around $8,000 for drugs and 
used another $25,000 for 
“flash” or to prove that she 
had enough money to buy a 
substantial amount of drugs. 
The initial operation was 
m ade 
p ossible 
by 
an 
allocation approved by the 
City Council, and the Collin 
C ounty 
C o m m issio n e rs 
Court 
and 
DPS 
provided 
additional financial support 
to expand it. 
“ This

operation 
shows what can be achieved 
with close cooperation of

POISONING 


In 1974 (the latest figures I could 
find) pain killers had taken over 
from sleeping pills as the leading 
cause 
of 
accidental 
death 
and 
tranquilizers 
ran 
a 
very 
weak 
third. 
The information for the first aid 
treatment of poisoning runs from 
good 
basic 
information 
to 
the 
ridiculous. For an example it would 
be an extrem ely good 
idea for 
every house with small children to 
have a bottle of syrup of Ipecac on 
hand. This would be used to induce 
vomiting after you have called the 
doctor. On the other hand I was 
reading 
how 
well 
an 
artificial 
kidney would work on the removal 
of 
phenobarbital 
in 
accidental 
poisoning. So if any of you have an 
artificial 
kidney on 
hand 
don't 
throw it away. 
One treatm ent that is gaining 
more and more importance is the 
use of 
activated 
charcoal. 
Ac­ 
tivated charcoal is prepared by a 
special process so I reckon that a 
person couldn't go out and grind up 
6 or 8 brickettes. 
They have long known that this 
type of charcoal 
was 
very ab­ 
sorptive but it is now believed that 
it 
works 
against 
nearly 
every 
poison that is ingested by man. The 
two things that have held back Its 
use is that it has not always been 
easy to get and secondly it is a mess 
to use. It requires a dose of up to 8 
times the weight of the ingested 
poison, usually around a quarter of 
a pound/ and people, that much 
would feel like a bushel basket full 
before 
a 
person 
got 
through 
swallowing it all. 
lf a person lives way out in the 
boonies it might be a good idea to 
mix up a batch of this with water 
too keep on hand but as close as 
medical treatment is there is not 
much use.

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Families Come First 
George Made It Work 


New Moral Note Refreshing 
Leadership Example Lives On

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Teddy Roosevelt called the 
White House a "bully pulpit” 
— and Jimmy Carter is a 
believer. 
President Carter, a deeply 
religious man, is preaching 
to the nation that marriage 
and family life are basic to 
America's survival. 
So far, he has directed the 
sermon to his own Cabinet 
and government employes, 
But he apparently hopes the 
public will get the message. 
In getting acquainted with 
the major departments and 
in 
recent 
drop-in 
rap 
sessions with government 
employes, Carter has come 
through loud and clear. 
"Those of you who are 
living in sin, I hope you will 
get married,” he said at one 
point. 
There was laughter from 
some federal workers. When 
that died down, the man who 
goes to Sunday school at the 
Baptist church each week 
made it clear there was no 
joke intended. 
"I think it is very im­ 
portant that we have stable 
family lives. I am serious 
about that.” 


In the first days of his 
adm inistration, 
C arter 
lectured the Cabinet that he 
did not want to be the cause 
of their homes “breaking 
up.” He urged them to see 
their families more, get 
more exercise and to spend 
time with the kids. 
That will be difficult for 
some, regardless of personal 
preferences. It almost takes 
a “workaholic” to succeed in 
a top government job. 'Hie 
hours are long, the work 
demanding. 
Hard work may have 
broken up more Washington 
marriages than lust. 
P r e s i d e n t s 
a n d 
congressmen — particularly 
leaders with higher political 
ambitions — traditionally 
have demanded that extra 
mile of 
their staffers. 
Lyndon Johnson thought 
nothing of calling aides in 
the middle of the night about 
trivial matters. 
Carter hopes to change 
that. 
“I have asked my own 
White House staff, and I also 
asked Cabinet members to 
protect the integrity of their 
own fam ilies,” he told 
employes at the Department 
of Housing and 
Urban 


Development. 
“I think it is very im­ 
portant that all of us in 
government not forget — no 
matter how dedicated we 
might be and how eager to 
perform well — that we need 
a stable family life to make 
us better servants of the 
people.” 
“Tholse of you who have 
left your spouses, go back 
home,” he added. "And 
those of you who don’t 
remember your children’s 
names, get reacquainted.” 
Nobody knows how many 
unmarried 
government 
workers 
changed 
their 
status as a result of Carter’s 
urging. 
Or 
how 
many 
troubled m arriages have 
been patched up. 
The concept of living 
together without marriage is 
not new and has became 
more open in recent years. 
What is new is 
for a 
president to take public 
notice and to describe it as 
"sinful.” 
Carter does feel strongly 
on the subject and feels he 
can exert moral pressure in 
the area. Perhaps he can. 
The American people do look 
to the White House to set an 
example. 


T U CSD A V*Tashington could have had 
damming i.v wanted at the end of the 
Revolutionary War, up to and including 
the title of king. Such was the esteem 
and veneration in which he was held by 
Americans. 
Even as duly elected president, 
Washington could have usurped great 
powers under the untested new Constitu­ 
tion and set the United States on a course 
directly opposite from that it has taken. 
He might well have continued in office 
until his death and set a pattern of self­ 
perpetuation for his successors. 
With a bad first president as a model, 
it is conceivable that future administra­ 
tion changeovers might have become the 
palace-revolution type so familiar in 
other countries. We now have a con­ 
stitutional 
a mendme nt l imiting 
presidents to two terms. Many feel it is 
unnecessary and even unwise. But had 
Washington not established this tradi­ 
tion, as well as the tradition that the 
nation’s highest executive is not above 
the law, there might be no Constitution 
at all. 
In short, Washington set an example of 
leadership that has played an in­ 
calculably important part in making this 
country what it is today. That the ideal of 
democracy on which the nation was 
founded has survived and flourished for 
187 years is testimony to the direction 
and impetus given it by Washington. 
Why did this man shy away from 
power and self-aggrandizement? Other 
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leaders in history, more brilliant than 
he. had started with idealism and ended 
in despotism. Some have begun in devo­ 
tion to their people and ended with the 
conviction that they alone were qualified 
to rule. 
Washington him self would have 
answered that he did not desire to rule 
over others (though paradoxically, as a 
product of his times and mores, he was 
absolute master over others who happen­ 
ed to be black). He was a country 
gentleman, a student of gracious living, 
an aristocrat in the best meaning of the 
term. 
But this was not the attitude of a man 
concerned only with his own life, his own 
comforts. Quite the opposite. 
Like the other great men who were his 
contemporaries, Washington knew the 
world’s sad history of injustice and op­ 
pression. When he and they gathered in 
Annapolis in the summer of 1787 to write 
the Constitution, they distilled into that 
document all the wisdom that could be 
gained from the lessons of the past. Few 
of them, however, were confident that 
the unprecedented experiment in self­ 
government would work. 
Washington made it work. He brought 
to his office a deep sense of responsibili­ 
ty toward the new nation in particular 
and the human race in general. He 
possessed the kind of humility only truly 
great men possess. He was, indeed, the 
Father of His Country. 


AUSTIN— Highway fi­ 
nance legislation rolled 
through the House with 
unexpected ease and moved 
to the Senate for a show­ 
down decision. 
Representatives finally 
passed the measure (HB 3 
by Rep. Jim Nugent of 
K errville) 121-27 after 
beating back a series of ef­ 
forts to postpone or reduce 
the amount of aid. 
Gov. Dolph Briscoe tag­ 
ged the bill an emergency 
to prevent slowdowns in 
state highway building due 
to declining revenues and 
inflation. 
Opponents argued un­ 
successfully the measure 
should be delayed until 
after the general state 
budget is considered so 
legislators can get an accu­ 
rate reading on how much 
money would be left for 
school finance, teacher pay 
raises and possible tax cuts. 
Lt. Gov. Bill Hobby ex­ 
pressed little enthusiasm 
for the more than $600 
million package in the Se­ 
nate. (Another $168 mil­ 
lion, under Briscoe’s plan, 
would come from federal 
revenue • sharing funds). 
Hobby favored a $240 
million highway allocation 
proposed by the Legislative 
Budget Board — mainly 
from general revenue — 
and questioned whether 
priorities were out of joint 
in pushing highway fund­ 
ing to the top of the 
emergency calendar. 
The bill would dedicate 
three-fourths of the state 
motor vehicle sales tax and 
all the sales tax on auto 
parts and tires to highway 
building and maintenance. 
It would increase road 
money another $76 million 
during the next biennium 
by limiting Department of 
Public Safety s share of the 
constitutional ly-dedicated 
highway revenues to $30 
million a year. 


Controls Approved 
The State Senate passed 
a bill giving consumers the 
right to sue to protect 
them selves 
against 
monopolies, price fixing 
and restraint of trade. 
Under the measure, the 
attorney general could join 
in actions where the state 
has been damaged. 
An amendment stripped 
from the bill a provision for 
automatic treble damage 


recoveries, leaving that av­ 
enue discretionary with 
courts. 
Hearing Set 
The Railroad Commis­ 
sion called a March 21 pub­ 
lic hearing here on request 
of 28 railroads for a four per 
cent general increase in the 
rates and charges fixed for 
freight. 
Tile railroads said their 
request would provide the 
same increase for in tra­ 
state traffic as was effective 
for interstate freight haul­ 
ing January 7. 
Increased costs of labor, 
fuel, material, and supplies 
were blamed for the rate 
hike proposal. 
A five per cent increase 
request from the railroads 
heard last November is still 
pending before the commis­ 
sion.

Texas fish hatcheries will

Another 2.5 million 
will be distributed for pri­ 
vate water stocking.

What Other Newspapers Are Saying 


The New York Post 
For 63 years the Panama Canal has linked the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. Shipping travels in both directions. It might 
be just as well for Washington to remember that pattern: it 
is equally necessary for the essential form of international 
trade known as diplomacy. 
The U.S. and Panama have just resumed negotiations on a 
new Canal treaty, after years of preparation, tentative 
discussion, parley, interruptions and futility. Both parties 
have critical interests. It is imposible to accommodate them 
on a oneway basis. 
There is no prospect, for instance, that the most intense 
Congressional opposition to any change in Canal Zone status 
can be quickly subdued by the Carter Administration. There 
are too many critical strategic and commercial aspects 
involved. But it is equally absurd to imagine that 
Washington can maintain control "in perpetuity.” 
There are promising opportunities in the talks Panama 
has a chance to negotiate for more modern agreements than 
the terms now in force. The U.S., without sacrificing essen­ 
tial security concerns, can reach a settlement that would 
have real influence on the restive Third World. 
Careful piloting is needed to guide a ship safely through 
the Canal. Negotiations require equally adroit hands. 


Miami Herald 
Those who expected Jimmy Carter to take New York City 
off the hook with a fresh shot of federal money are having to 
accept disappointment. Ifs not really bad news, however 
Mr. Carter had said during his campaign that he wouldn’t 
let the city go bankrupt; he’s no doubt as good as his word. 
Bid he has already spoken against a five-year extension of 
the $2.3 billion federal loan to New York, which otherwise 
must be repaid in June, 1978. 
Major banks who have lent money to the city want the loan 
extended to insure the soundness of their outlays. Members 
of the Senate Banking Committee, though, feel that the city 
is on target in recovering its financial balance and doesn’t 
need more backup aid. 
If New York City gets into deep trouble again, we imagine 
the President would act quickly and forcefully to help. 
Meanwhile, he is right to let the city run just a little bit 
scared and lean. So far, a touch of anxiety has helped, rather 


than hurt, a municipal administration that once spent light- 
heartedly. 


Sacramento Bee 
The recent tit-for-tat banishment by the Moscow and 
Washington news reporters from each other’s country is part 
of a bigger game of symbolic gestures by the two super­ 
powers of detente. 
Take the matter of travel to each other’s country. In the 
United States, a patchwork of restricted areas covering the 
nation is supposedly off-limits to visitors from the Soviet 
Union. Just about the same amount is marked off as out-of- 
bounds for Americans in Russia. 
What makes this a kind of silly one-upmanship is that in 
the U.S., at least, it’s done mainly as reciprocity for the 
Soviet’s restrictions on travel there. 
Ours is an open society, so open in fact that Soviet visitors 
have little trouble getting into a supposedly restricted area if 
they really want to. The State Department issued some 300 
exceptions in 1975, the last time for which a count is 
available. Of course, the Russians make exceptions, too. In 
the same year the total was two. 
There s a long way to go, apparently, before either really 
gets to know the other.

President Carter probably could do much for his pledge of 
effective results with greater economy by giving a careful 
reading to a current Senate ieport, a summary which holds 
that many of the 65 world organizations to which the United 
States contributes more than $1 billion a year are “inef­ 
fective, top-heavy with high-paid officials and uncertain in 
their purposes.” 
A sense of frustration emerges, too, from the part of the 
Senate report which asserts that the U.S., while putting up 
one-fourth of all the funding for the world organizations, is 
under-represented in the direction of the groups and out­ 
voted in them.

The new Carter Administration is placing significant em­ 
phasis on conservation. One aspect of its concern is shown in 
the testimony of Interior Secretary Cedil D. Andrus and 
Energy Administrator John O’Leary on legislation to govern 
the strip mining of coal ... 
They support a pending Senate bill that has three prin­ 
cipal, vital provisions. The first would require restoration of 
strip-mined lands to their approximate original contour; the 
second would ban such mining in certain areas designated 
unsuitable, and in the national park system; the third would 
establish a fund, financed by a royalty on coal production, to 
reclaim areas abandoned by mine operators. 
This seems to us a sensible way to control strip mining. 
That control is especially important to the West, where 
strip mining has been introduced on a large scale from the 
Dakotas through Montana, Wyoming, Utah and Colorado to 
New Mexico and Arizona. Legislation to protect the West 
from becoming another Appalachia is long overdue.

The defenders believe that with more money and some 
minor changes, the system can continue. 
But critics point out that if the regular forces are doing 
reasonably well, the reserves are far short of the number of 
men that they need and the situation grows worse by the day. 
Sen. Sam Nunn notes that the Army is already 180,000 
short in its Individual Ready Reserves. As the draft-induced 
reserve and National Guard volunteers complete their 


hitches and depart, the high-priority reserve units are 
having little luck in finding replacements ... 
With high manpower costs and relatively small regular 
forces, we will have to rely on the top reserve units almost 
from the opening gun of any future war, be it large or small. 
One of the drawbacks of the all-volunteer concept is that it 
seems to have convinced Americans that from here on, 
defending the country is a responsibly that can be left up to 
the professionals, that the rest of us need not worry about it 
any more. 
It is a dangerous delusion. Any war of more than a few 
days’ duration will require all types of defenders, regulars, 
reservists, draftees and emergency-only volunteers. 
Elitists in American society, particularly the opinion 
leaders in the media, the academy and other influential 
institutions, have done very little during the past decade or 
so to encourage young people to fulfill their duties in any of 
these roles ... 
Is it any wonder that regular and reserve recruiters are 
finding it difficult now to persuade 18-year-olds ... 
We believe that resolving the problem is going to take 
more than minor changes in pay scales. Money alone will not 
repair the damage that has been done.

President Carter has given Elliot Richardson an im­ 
portant job in making him ambassador at large with 
responsibility for representing the United States at the 
United Nations’ conference on the law of the sea. 
Mr. Richardson carries impressive credentials. He has 
held more Cabinet posts than any other American, and has 
served as U.S. ambassador in London. 
The President’s appointment of a Republican could help 
bring bipartisan support for a sea law treaty, lf one emerges 
from the conference. A treaty is needed. Conservation of the 
resources in and under the oceans depends upon interna­ 
tional agreement.

Question: I received certain amounts as sick pay this past 
year. When I went to deduct the amount from my Form 1040, 
I couldn’t find where to deduct it. Where and how do I report 
my sick pay? 
Answer: Because of the changes in the new tax law, you 
may not be able to deduct your sick pay this tax year. Under 
prior law, an employe could exclude from income up to $100 
a week received under wage continuation plans when he was 
absent from work on account of injury or sickness. Military 
personnel could exclude from income pensions for personal 
injuries or sickness paid by the Dept, of Defense, as well as 
all VA disability compensation. 
Under the new act, the sick pay exclusion for temporary 
absences from work is repealed. There is now only an ex­ 
clusion of up to $5200 a year for retirees under age 65 in the 
case of those who are permanently disabled. The law 
reduces this $5200 exclusion dollar-for-dollar for adjusted 
gross income (including disability income) in excess of 
$15,000. 
It also eliminates the exclusion for non-combat related 
disability pensions for those who joined the armed forces 
after Sept. 24, 1975, but continues the exemption for 
disability payments for combat related injuries, VA 
disability compensation, or an equivalent amount paid by 
the Dept, of Defense. 
Unless you fit into one of the above categories, I’m afraid 
you’ll have to forget about the sick-pay exclusion this year.

Emily Howell-Warner ic so 
hooked on flying that she 
stayed at the controls as a 
school flight instructor until 
she was four and a half 
months pregnant. 
In an interview, Mrs. 
Howell-Warner said her boss 
told her she could continue 
“as long as you can get the 
elevator back.” That’s the 
control 
stick, 
roughly 
equivalent to the steering 
wheel on a car. 
She has since made history 
by becoming the first woman 
member of an airlines flight 
crew in the United States 
and the first American 
woman to captain com­ 
mercial flights, a promotion 
she received last June. 
As a pilot for Denver- 
based Frontier Airlines, she 
is looking forward to next 
summer, 
when 
she’ll 
command 
her 
favorite 
plane, a Boeing 737. 
“It’s the difference 
be­ 
tween driving a car with no 
power steering and driving 
one with.” 
Her current assignment is 
as 
captain 
aboard 
19- 
passenger DHC-6 propjets on 
a route with many stops 
between Denver and other 
western cities. 
“I like it, but everybody 
kids me about it. We get a lot 
of take off and landing 
practice. That’s my favorite 
form of flying, a challenge 
that takes precision.” 
Mrs. Howell-Warner, now 
37, began flying lessons at 18, 
shortly after her first flight, 
from Denver to Gunnison, 
Colo., and back. The most 
she aspired to at the time 
was a job as an airline 
stewardess. Her first job in 
the field was that of a flight 
school secretary. Even­ 
tually, she earned both 
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private and commercial 
pilot’s licenses, got the flight 
instructor’s job and became 
an FAA examiner, checking 
out applicants for pilot's 
licenses. 
On one flight when she was 
about two months pregnant, 
she had her sole case of 
morning 
sickness. 
For­ 
tunately, her student was 
wearing the hood required 
for instrument flying that 
blocks vision of everything 
but the control panel. 
So Mrs. Howell-Warner 
casually told him: 
“I’m going to open a 
window for a little fresh 
air ” 
She did “and up-chucked 
out it. He never knew.” 
Was that the worst scare of 
her flying career to date? 
No, she said. “The hardest 
thing was walking into the 


crew room that first time.” 
She was a second officer, the 
position at which all pilots 
traditionally begin. 
“I used to call it (the crew 
room) ‘no-woman’s land’. 
Even stewardesses are not 
allowed in there. 
“I could feel the lack of 
acceptance (by male crew 
members) that first year.” 
She still recalls that en­ 
trance as harder even than 
taking a flight into Denver 
from Sidney, Neb., with a 
sick passenger aboard. The 
man, who had had an ap­ 
parent heart attack en route, 
was rushed to a hospital and 
survived. 
Is her hyphenated name a 
tribute to the women’s 
movement? No, she said,

Cancer Vaccine Eyed 


Some Success Reported

(UPI) — In research that 
may help scientists learn 
how 
to 
mobilize

defenses against cancer, 
university and government, 
scientists 
report 
some 


success in using a vaccine 
derived from dead bacteria 
to treat cancer in cattle. 
The hope is the treatment 


will serve as a guide that will 
help establish a role for such 
immunotherapy in fighting 
human cancers 
Dr. Stephen J. Klein 


schuster, 
professor 
of 


anatomy at Colorado State 
University, and Dr. Herbert 
J. Rapp, director of the 
Natkmid Cancer Institute’s 
immunobiology laboratory, 
used cattle suffering from 
"cancer eye,” the tumor 
most often found in cattle 
Hie disease, which affects 


either the eye or surrounding 
tissue, 
eventually 
can 


spread to an animal’s lungs 
and cause death if treatment 
is unsuccessful. 
Cancer eye was chosen for 


the study because it is a 
carcinoma, a cancer of the 
internal or external surfaces 
of the body, resembling the 
type of cancer found in about 
•0 per cent of human vic­ 
tims. 
Kleinschuster and his col­ 
leagues at CSU were looking 
for a way to "develop cancer 
eye as an animal guide for 


the study of human car­ 
cinom as." 
Kapp at the sam e time was 
searching for an 
animal 
guide on which to continue 
his research with a vaccine 
produced from dead cell 
w alls 
of 
the 
bacillus 
Calmette-Guerin, or BCG 
Earlier experiments in­ 
volved laboratory rodents in 
which different types of 
cancers were induced or 
transplanted Scientists now 
believe these experiments 
have little bearing on the 
treatment of human cancer 
Kleinschuster said the big 
advantage of cattle is that 
cancer eye is a naturally 
occurring 
tumor 
that 
spreads as do human can­ 
cers 
In addition, he said 
rodents often are inbred to 
the point where misleading 
conclusions 
can 
result 
because of the an im als’ 
altered genetic makeup. 
Three groups of cattle 
were used in the study, all 
sufferin g 
from 
varying 
stages of cancer eye. 
Nine animals received no 
treatment at all. Twenty- 
four in the second group 
each received one injection 
of the vaccine directly into 
their 
tum ors, 
with 
the 
dosage based on the size of 
the 
tum or. 
Nine 
cattle 
received shots of a ‘‘sham ’’ 
or improperly 
constituted 
vaccine. 
When testing was com-

pleted last June, Klein­ 
schuster said 17 of the 24 
animals which received the 
vaccine 
had 
responded 
favorably to 
treatm ent. 
After an average of nine 
months, 
the tumors 
had 
disappeared in seven cattle, 
two had tumors which were 
regressing and the growth of 
tumors in eight others had 
been arrested 


‘ Those animals 
treated 
with fake vaccine or those 
completely 
untreated 
had 
progressive or advanced 
disease," he said. 
K leinschuster said the 
exact way in 
which 
the 
vaccine acted on a tumor is 
not known. But it is believed 
the body’s own immune 
system 
r e c o g n iz ^ ^ th e 
vaccine as foreign and at­ 
tacks it

"Since the vaccine is sur­ 
rounded by tumor, perhaps 
in the attack the tumor is 
wiped out as an innocent 
bystander," he said. "But 
we aren’t sure exactly how it 
works." 
He also said the scientists 
did not know why seven of 
the animals did not respond 
to treatment. But he said 
there is a point beyond which 
im m unotherapy will 
not 
work.

Tommy’s clenched fist and 
gently uncurled the fingers, 
one by one 
‘‘This one is mommy. This 
one is daddy. This one is 
Lisa And who’s this?” she 
asked in an animated, story­ 
telling 
voice 
‘ ‘This 
is 
Tommy The BIGGEST one 
of them all." 
Delighted by the attention, 
yet unable to grasp what was 
going on, 9-year-old Tommy 
giggled He was pleased. For 
that moment, he forgot how 
he missed his mother and 
father. 
It was Tommy’s first day 
at the 
Woodbridge 
State 
School for the Mentally 
Retarded where 800 of the 
state ’s 
most 
severely 
retarded are housed 
Tommy usually attended a 
day-care training center and 
returned to his family at 
night. But his parents had to 
leave town and decided to 
place him at the school. 
Tommy has the mentality 
of six-month old child, but 
his social skills are more 
progressed. 
He 
walks 
gingerly and seems to be 
aware of his surroundings. 
But his big round brown eyes 
show little understanding, 
little contact. 
He frightens easily. Now 
"Granny” is his personal 
link to love. 
She plays the finger game 
with him so often he learns 
by rote to say Lisa’s name on 
queue. She feeds him, hugs 
him, dresses him, talks to 
him 
teaches 
him 
simple 
words like "dog," "cat,” 
"red" and "blue." 
Granny 
— 
74-year-old 
Edith Brauer of Rahway, 
N.J. — is one of 300 elderly 
men and women who work in 
the state’s institutions for 
the mentally retarded under 
the F o ster Grandparent 
program. Nationwide, there 
are 11,000 elderly in similar 
programs. Like the other 
"grannies" and "gram ps." 
Mrs. 
Brauer divides two 
TTburs daily 
between two 
children, five days a week. 
She is paid $1,950 yearly and 
receives 
som e 
m edical 
benefits, 15 paid holidays 


and 15 paid sick days. 
"The foster grandparent is 
the only person who works 
directly and solely with the 
child and gives the child the 
continuity in a relationship 
that 
is 
needed,’’ 
say s 
Charles Archibald, state 
program director 
“ Remember the 
parent 
relationship is missing in an 
institution. These grand­ 
parents provide the tender 
loving care that is needed. 
The professional staff can 
make more progress with a 
happy child." 
Attendants, Archibald ex­ 
plains. are busy cleaning, 
sweeping, supplying clean 
clothes, 
preparing 
meals, 
changing diapers and taking 
those patients who can walk 
to the bathroom. 
Doctors, teachers, nurses 
and 
others 
on 
the 
professional staff have little 
time to devote to a one-on- 
one relationship. And the 
turnover is high. 
The foster grandparents 
are 
trained 
in 
speech 
therapy, communication and 
motor skills, social manners 
and 
behavioral 
problems. 
Some even take part in 
psychotherapy sessions. 
M rs. 
B rau er’s 
other 
"grandchild.” Wayne, is 17 
years 
old, 
but 
he 
has 
developed mentally no more 
than an infant. The size of a 
five-year-old child, Wayne’s 
thin limbs are curled. His 
eyes are glazed. But, after 
eight years, he recognizes 
"Granny’s ” voice. 
"When I first saw him, I 
was afraid to pick him up,” 
Mrs. Brauer says. "He was 
so fragile, I thought he would 
break. He was like a little 
scared rabbit. 
"He wouldn’t eat, so the 
nurses asked me if I would 
hold him and try to feed him. 
He liked cookies, juice and 
raisins. Got so he’d save all 
his hunger for one m eal." 
She goes to his bed and 
calls his name. Wayne is 
wearing a 
bright 
flannel 
smock Mrs. Brauer made for 
him. 
He jerks his head 
around, makes a gurgling 
sound and smiles. 
"You’re my baby, aren’t 
you?" she says, stroking 
Wayne’s forehead. 


The basic premise of the 
program is that each patient 
— no matter what age or how 
severely physically 
hand­ 
icapped 
or 
m entally 
retarded — benefits from 
love and that this love can be 
the stimulus for progress, 
however insignificant that 
progress 
m ay 
seem 
to 
outsiders. 
One "granny" spends her 
time trying to get the at­ 
tention of a little girl bundled 
in soft white blankets in a 
baby carriage by shaking a 
red and white rattler. The 
girl, 
21 
years 
old 
by 
chronological 
stan dards, 
occasionally glances in the 
direction of the toy. 
"Obviously, she will never 
live a functional life,” Ar­ 
chibald says, "but even she 
has a right to something 
more than a mere existance 
in a comer. Before granny’ 
started working with her. 
she 
was 
not 
aw are of 
anything around her.” 
Archibald says there has 
been progress charted in 
every patient assigned a 
foster grandparent. Most 
achievem ents 
are 
fund­ 
am ental. Some su ccesses 
are more poignant. 
There was the deaf mute 


patient who began to com­ 
municate for the first time 
when his foster grandparent 
learned the sign language. 
Another 
grandparent, 
using the reward system to 
modify behavior, kept a self­ 
abuse patient from con­ 
stantly gnawing her fingers 
to the bone. 
A 14-year-old girl confmed 
to a wheelchair was totally 
spastic and could not speak. 
After eight months of at­ 
tention from her "granny” 
she stopped drooling, could 
articulate words and choose 
colors. After one year, she 
could sit up and the spasms 
were under control. 


"A candy bar works won­ 
ders,” says 71-year-old 
Lawyer McLucas, also of 
Rahway, N.J. 
McLucas works with twin 


teen-age brothers who are 
dying of a rare disease. 
“When they first came, 


they just sat there in their 
wheelchairs and hung their 
heads. When I threw the ball 
to them, they just let it 
bounce away." 


Now, John and Tony play 


catch, 
maneuver 
their 


wheelchairs around the 
room by themselves, can 
count up to IOO and spell 
certain words.

EVANSTON, 111. (UPI) - 
When she was a girl, Miriam 
Boyle thought climbing on 
fire engines at a nearby fire 
house was fun. 
When she grew up, she 
managed a tropical fish shop 
and found that to be fun, too, 
but not 
something 
she 
wanted for the rest of her 
life. So she went back to 
climbing on fire engines. 
When the fire department 
in the Chicago suburb of 
Evanston opened the list for 
firefighters, Miriam, 22, 
applied and got the job. 
Now she is bunking with 12 
or so firemen in the same 
room — like any other 
member of the department. 
There was mixed reaction 
from the rest of her family 
when the 5-6, 135-pounder 
announced she planned to 
take the firefighter’s exam. 


She is youngest in a family of 
13. 
Her mother was 
her 
biggest booster. “Mothers 
assume 
you 
can 
do 
anything,” she said. “So if I 
had to carry someone on a 
ladder, she naturally figured 
I could.” 
Five 
women 
entered 
training. Four failed to make 
it to the top of the 28-foot 
ladder the required four 
times. Miss Boyle completed 
three turns on the ladder and 
was standing at the bottom, 
nervous and exhausted, 
when Capt. Harold Cowell 
asked, “What’s the mat­ 
ter?” 
“I can’t make it,” she 
replied. 
“Of course you car.,” he 
said. “Be positive. There’s 
no time limit. When you’re 
ready, go on up.” 
She did. She was the only 


woman to pass the ladder 
test and she finished second 
overall during her training 
period. 
Miss Boyle has worked on 
the tiller of a hook-and- 
ladder 
and 
is 
taking 
paramedics’ training. 
On a recent zero degree 
day, her station responded to 
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three fires, the last in a paint 
factory. 
“She was on the hose line 
with us and did a great job,” 
a firem an said. Several 
times the the firefighters 
had to back off because of 
flames.

Clubs Bar Women, Blacks 
Discrimination Legal For Private Clubs 


DALLAS (UPI) - Bette 
Graham has founded a 
multimillion dollar business, 
operates two offices in one of 
the city’s most prestigious 
office buildings and com­ 
mands a lofty position in 
private society. 
George Allen is a justice of 
the peace, a former city 
council 
m em ber 
and 
perhaps one of the city’s few 
black millionaires. 
And yet with all their in­ 
fluence and money, there 
are certain areas of Dallas 
life to which either is allowed 
access. 
Ms. 
Graham, 
because she is a woman. 
Allen, because he is black. 
And it's perfectly legal. 
“When my husband and I 
were divored, we split our 
club m em berships,” Ms. 
Graham said. “We really 
had no choice. I knew they 
would never let me join the 
Dallas Club.” 
“I visit the Dallas Country 
Club — man, you talk about 
plush — quite often with 
friends who are members,” 
Allen said. 
‘‘But m em ­ 
bership, are you kidding?” 
In Texas — as well as the 
rest of the country — private 
clubs are the rule rather 
than the exception. Almost 
every city has at least one. 
And a private club, or a 
country club, can practice 
d iscrim in atio n legally. 
Under the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act excludes “bona fide 
private clubs” from control 
under 
the 
public 
ac­ 
commodations section. 
The traditional rationale 
for exclusion has been the 
right of association, the idea 
that private clubs are just 
extensions of their mem­ 
bers’ living rooms. And most 
of state’s top private clubs 
strongly adhere to that right. 
“It is not the purpose of the 
club to exclude anyone,” 
said Ed Copley, president of 
the Dallas Club. “But this is 
a private club. I think that 
private clubs that want to

are fine.” 
Copley’s club is perhaps 
the city’s top executive 
watering hole. It’s where 
men 
of 
power 
gather. 
Exclusion from it can be an 
economic handicap. 
“I feel like they’re saying 
we (women) are not in the 
professional world, that this 
is part of the professional 
world that we cannot enter,” 
said Ms. Graham, who 
founded the Liquid Paper 
Corp. 
The club shares the same 
office 
tower 
as 
Ms. 
Graham’s business and “it 
would 
have 
been 
very 
convenient for me to be a 
member of the club.” 
She sometimes enters the 
male sanctuary, but only 
clandestinely. 
“I have a woman attorney 
working for me. She can’t be 
a member but her husband 
is. We have to get a private 
room where no one can see 
us. Everybody jokes about 
it.” 
Generally members of pri­ 
vate clubs pride themselves 
in their exclusiveness, but 
deny 
they 
discrim inate 
against minorities. 
“Our rules do not prohibit 
anyone 
from 
being 
a 
m ember. 
There’s 
no 
provision in our bylaws that 
describes persons that will 
not be adm itted,” said 
Willard Steger, manager of 
the 
plush 
River 
Oaks 
Country Club in Houston. 
But there are no black 
members at the club. So far 
none of the members of the 
club have offered mem­ 
bership to a black family and 
rules require the recom­ 
mendation must come from 
two members. 


In Austin, perhaps the best 
known private club is the 
Headliners which caters to 
the journalism industry — 
the male journalists, that is. 
“The club was organized 
as a men’s club. We don’t 
make any bones about it,” 
said Jimmy Banks, a former 
newsman and Headliners 
president. 
“We’ve got 1,100 mem­ 
bers. We have to have some 
restrictions. Ifs strictly a 
private club just like a 
fraternity or sorority. 
It 
seems to me that if people 
have a private club, they’re 
entitled to let in whoever 
they want to.” 
Headliners has one black 
member, Austin’s first black 
city councilman. And Banks 
said there are indeed women 
in the club — “ widow 
members.” 
“ Those are widows of 
members who have been in 
good standing. They are 
extended privileges of the 
club,” he said. 
One 
of 
the 
“ widow 
members” is Lady Bird 
Johnson. 
Headliners has allowed 
one woman as an “interim” 
m em ber — Dr. 
Lorene 
Rogers, president of the 
University of Texas. The 
club had to admit her — 
“relunctantly” said Banks 
— when Dr. rogers refused 
to use the facilities on a card 
issued in the name of one of 
her male subordinates. 
Banks said she would 
cease being a member when 
she steps down as president. 
Across town is the Citadel 
Club in Austin’s historic 
Driskill Hotel. It too is all 
male, although its manager 
is a woman.

stand the exclusion. The men 
just don’t want them un­ 
derfoot. They want to be able 
to get in here and get lunch 
and get out. It’s just a matter 
of expediency. They don’t 
want to have to stop and 
socialize,” she said. 
In Houston, there is the 
Petroleum Club, an oilman’s 
club. Women are excluded 
as members, although they 
can come as guests. 
“We treasure them,” said 
general manager Erik J. 
Worschen. “We have a room 
reserved for women only.” 
But the walls of ex- 
clusionism are crumbling. 
The Labor Department is 
studying 
a 
regulation 
making it illegal for com­ 
panies with federal con­ 
tracts to pay the dues of 
employees at private clubs 
that discriminate on the 
basis of race, sex, color, 
religion or national origin. 
Even some corporations — 
most notably the Bank of 
America — have warned 
their employees no longer 
will pay dues at clubs 
discrim inating 
against 
women. 
“I think exclusionism is 
less frequent today than it 
was IO or 15 years ago,” said 
Tom Neumann, director of 
South Texas’ B’nai B’rith. 
“Hie image of exclusiveness 
is not a positive image like it 
used to be.” 
Fifteen years ago George 
Allen became the first black 
board member of the old 
Dallas Community Trust. 


“It was quite’ an honor for 
anyone,” Allen said. “But 
when I went for my first 
noon luncheon meeting at 
the Baker Hotel, I was 
stopped at the door. Even 
after I told them who I was, 
they escorted me down the 
alley and forced me to enter 
by die service entrance.”

White vinegar can 
F / erase old hem line

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY — When I let a hem down in a skirt or 
dress I am left with a ring where the hem was turned up 
so I would like to know how to remove it. — MRS C L. 
DEAR MRS. C.L. — If the ring is a soil line you will 
have to pre-treat that line before laundering the gar- 
ment or point it out to the dry cleaner if the garments 
have to be dry cleaned. When such a line is a crease line 
wet a cloth with a mixture of white vinegar and water, 
wring out and use as a pressing cloth. This has never 
failed to work for me and when line is very stubborn I 
have used pure vinegar alone after testing on an in­ 
conspicuous place. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — For many years I have used the following 
so as to cut down on so many trips to the dry cleaners Often I 
take a clean cloth or brush and dip in rubbing alcohol I keep in 
a glass container and clean spots of grease, etc Hang garment 
for an hour for the wetness to evaporate and I have never been 
left with any stains or circles Test first to see effect on fabric. 
- AUDREY. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who do a lot of 
knitting or crocheting. I buy yarn when I see it on sale and 
save it for future use so have many many skeins to store. I get 
several of those divided boxes from the liquor store (most 
have 12 dividers for quart bottles I cover them with adhesive 
backed paper and pile them one on top of the other after each 
box division is filled with one color of yarn It is easy to see 
how much I have on hand of one kind or color and little space 
is required for the stacked boxes. 
Many of my hobbies require the use of minute sized beads 
and to keep them separated as to kinds and colors I place them 
in old ice cube trays and they are easily stacked for storage A 
piece of cotton is put over each section to keep them from 
spilling out and I cover each entire tray with a clear plastic 
wrap. — P.J.W. 
DEAR POLLY — I am a freshman in a new school and was 
wasting a lot time having to be constantly consulting my 
schedule which m eant digging through my purse to find it. 
Many seem to have the same problem but I have solved it by 
taping my schedule on the inside flap of my purse and the idea 
is working great with no more fumbling around and no more 
being late to classes.

Normally, taxpayers 
who sell their home for 
a substantial profit face 
a heavy tax load, but 
this 
burden 
can 
be 
avoided.

one, within a specified 
time, the profit from the 
sale is not included in 
your taxable income.

second 
home 
must be 
bought and 
occupied within a period 
ending 18 months after 
the sale. (This is a new 
change, previous time 
period was one year). A 
2-year period is per­ 
mitted when building a 
new home. 
This tax 
deferment applies only 
to the sale of a home 
which is the fam ily’s 
main residence.

deduct

“fix-up” 
expenses if they were 
accomplished within 90 
days prior to the sale, 
and paid for no later 
than 30 days after the 
sale.

When Carole Nelson, an 
Orlando, Fla., television 
reporter, walked into the 
University Club to cover a 
meeting 
of 
the 
Civic 
Facilities Authority, a quasi- 
govemmental organization, 
she was thrown out. 
“ A woman cannot set foot 
in the door unless she is a 
waitress,” Ms. Nelson said. 
When 
dancer 
Martha 
Graham showed up to 
rehearse for a benefit show 
at the Detroit Athletic Club, 
a 
doorman 
physically 
blocked her entry and 
directed her to a sidle door. 
The show was moved else­ 
where. 
Wives of members of 
Atlanta’s Piedmont Driving 
Club may use the club’s 
tennis courts, all right, until 
a man with a racquet in hand 
shows up and says, “ Excuse, 
us ladies.” 
Women 
around 
the 
country, no matter what 
their status or station, 
remain second class citizens 
socially. They are totally 
barred from many private 
clubs and forced to climb 
out-of-the way staircases or 
await the “ cocktail hour” at 
others. 
Singer Dinah Shore, after 
trying for years, finally was 
allowed to join the predomi­ 
nantly Jewish Hillcrest 
Country Club in Los Angeles. 
She is the only female among 
the club’s 950 members. 
Single women rarely are 
admitted to full membership 
in country clubs in Los 
Angeles or elsewhere. Club 
officials admit privately that 
the wives of male members 
do not want attractive, 
bingle girls around. 
Of more concern to profes­ 
sional women is their ex­ 
clusion 
from downtown 
social clubs, where im­ 
portant business deals are 
consummated over lunch. 
“ We are getting more and 
more women stockbrokers 
and loan officers, for in­ 
stance,” says Susan Heller, 
director of San Francisco’s 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. “ Lunches at clubs 
are an extremely effective 
way of doing business. They 
often involve sales and are 
really important.” 
While many remain all­ 
male bastions, the Union 
Club of Boston has reached a 
compromise 
of 
sorts. 
Women are accepted as 
associate members. And to 
appease uneasy wives, a 
woman must be sponsored 
by an unmarried man. 
But the Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton Club in downtown 
Pittsburgh clings to the 
“ men only” rule even though 
the Ivy League universities 
have 
been 
graduating 
women for years. 
“ Female guests, ladies, 
w ell... women are admitted 
as guests after 4 p.m.,” said 
Peter Denby, a lawyer with 
a 
prominent 
firm 
and 
president of the HYP Club. 
The club’s ban on women 
during business hours was 
upheld as recently as last 
September by a IOO to 60 
vote. 
One recent 
Yale 
graduate (female) said she 
heard the members “ didn’t 
want the club to become 
filled with hatwearing, card­ 
playing, gossiping women.” 
One Pittsburgh corporate- 
level businesswoman said 
she would like tb join the 
H YP Club because her 
contemporaries

business decisions” at lunch 
and her exclusion could 
hamper her advancement. 
Another woman said she 
wanted to join because, “ It is 
one of the city’s best eating 
places: convenient, with a 
business-type atmosphere.” 
Late last year a group of 
prominent San Francisco 
women, also complaining 
they were being deprived of 
equal opportunity to com­ 
pete in the business world, 
took matters in their own 
hands and invaded the all- 
male (Commonwealth Club. 
They won the right to dine. 


In the same month Pitts­ 
burgh’s HYP Club was reaf­ 
firming its stand against 
female members, Chicago’s 
University Club lowered its 
sex barrier. Today the club 
has two women among its 
3,300 members, with ap­ 
plications from 15 or 16 
others. 
A spokesperson explained 
that the University Club was 
built as a mens club in 1885, 
“ when women weren’t on the 
street as much as they are 
now.” And like other clubs, it 
didn’t have facilities to 
accomodate women. 
“ They don’t have enough 
showers and washrooms,” 
the spokesperson added. 


Women still are barred 
from several Chicago clubs, 
including the prestigious 
Union League Club, whose 
4,000 
members 
include 
prominent business and 
civic leaders working in 
community 
improvement 
projects through nonprofit 
foundations. 
The 108-year-old Standard 
Club in Chicago started 
admitting 
women 
as 
members in the 1920s but a 
few years ago restricted its 
female membership because 
“ the club was overtaxed.” 
“ It’s a gentleman’s club, 
open to gentlemen,” a 
spokesperson said. “ Not that 
many women want to join.” 
While Pittsburgh’s HYP 
Club continues to exclude 
women, other clubs around 
the country with the names 
Yale, Harvard or Princeton 
started admitting females as 
soon as women started 
graduating from the Ivy 
League universities. 
Joel 
Cleinber, 
past 
president of the Yale Club of 
Southern California, said he 
doesn’t remember when 
women were first admitted 
to the club. 


“ I don’t know that they 
ever weren’t,” he said. 
The Harvard Club of 
Boston lowered its sex 
barrier seven years ago and 
the Harvard Club of Chicago 
did the same about four 
years ago. 
Women first joined the 
Princeton Alumni Council 
Clubs in Philadelphia and 
New York in the early 1970s 
after the university was 
opened to women. 
“ Princeton University and 
the Alumni Council is on 
record as being unalterably 
opposed to discrimination in 
any way,” said David Rahr, 
executive director of the 
council. 


Rahr added that the 
university and the alumni 
association would “ very 
much like to see” the Pitt­ 
sburgh Club admit women. 
“ The closest thing to a 
Yale Club in Connecticut is 
Mory’s,” 
said 
a 
Yale 
spokesman. And that old 
tavern, immortalized in the 
words of the Whiffenpoof- 
song, ” .. the tables down at 
Mory’s . . .” was forced to 
open its doors to women in 
197? when the Connecticut 
Liquor Control Commission 
revoked its liquor license 
because for discrimination. 
There have been other 
breakthroughs. 
Several 
large corporations have 
announced they will quit 
paying 
dues 
of 
their 
executives in clubs that dis­ 
criminate and many women 
leaders also are optimistic 
they will get more support 
from Washington under 
President Carter. 


Ms. 
Heller 
said 
she 
believes it may have been 
more than just coincidence 
that 
these “ voluntary” 
measures 
to 
stop 
discrimination in clubs came 
just before and just after the 
presidential elections. 
“ My guess is that we now 
have a Democratic president 
who 
has 
talked 
about 
discrimination and the word 
has filtered down from the 
top,” she said.
